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U.N. Pushes 
Fo r Vo te On 
India Plan 


Ov erwhelming Okay 
Seen Despite Bitter 
Red Blo c Objectio ns 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 
The United Nations pushed toward 
a vote today on India’s Communist- 
condemned plan for ending the Ko­ 
rean War. With U. S. support 
pledged, its adoption in the face 
of bitter Soviet bloc opposition was 
ex pected by an overwhelming ma­ 
jority. 
Despite the rejection by Peiping, 
Moscow and Pyongyang, the In­ 
dian compromise prisoner of war 
resolution 
w a s 
being 
shoved 
through by the non-Communist na­ 
tions to place responsibility for 
throwing down a Korean peace | 
squarely on the shoulders of the 
Reds. 
India’s V. K. Krishna Menon, 
who drafted and introduced the 
resolution, was to give his final 
arguments—apparently in another 
attempt to overcome the Commu­ 
nist objections—before the general 
Assembly’s 
Political 
Committee 
this afternoon. 
Committee Chairman Joao Car­ 
los Muniz of Brazil told the dele­ 
gates yesterday he was eager to 
have a vote on the Indian resolu­ 
tion during today’s session as soon 
as Menon speaks. 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
let it be known through a spokes­ 
man yesterday that the U. S. dele­ 
gation has accepted the changes 
Menon has made in his resolu­ 
tion spelling out in more detail the 
final destination of prisoners who 
resist repatriation to their Red- 
ruled homelands. 
The Americans had demanded 
these changes before supporting 
the Indian plan. As amended, it 
calls for a repatriation commis­ 
sion to take charge of all prisoners, 
and for the U. 
to take over the 
resettling of all POWs not repatri­ 
ated within five months after a Ko­ 
rean truce. U. S. support and that 
of the 20 Allies who co-sponsored 
an American resolution on Korea 
assured the passage of the Indian 
plan by a wide margin.

to four months but would not press 
for it. Other amendments on de­ 
tails and mechanics were ex pected 
to get the support of many nations 
In the committee.

tion. W’estern delegates charged 
yesterday they only transformed 
it into Russia’s own demand that 
all prisoners must be forced to 
go home whether they want to 
or not. 
The debate became increasingly 
vitriolic yesterday when France, 
Australia, Canada and New Zea­ 
land accused the Russians of wish­ 
ing to prolong the war in Korea 
and charged that Vishinsky had 
tried to trick the Assembly into 
perverting the sense of the Indian 
resolution. 
Vishinsky scathingly replied that 
these delegates, by attacking him 
personally, had taken the position 
of *‘lap dogs barking at an ele­ 
phant.

A flash natural gas ex plosion 
seriously burned four men—hurl­ 
ing one through a window—and 
demolished the interior of this 
three room home near Newell 
Wednesday night. 
William Barrick, 29, the own­ 
er, was blasted through a win­ 
dow. The ex plosion caused an 
estimated $3,500 damage to the 
home at Oliverville on the flats 
above the First St. Hill. 
Barrick, his father, Earl Bar­ 
rick, 49, of First St., his father- 
in-law, George Oliver, 50, and 
the latter’s brother, Clifford Oli­ 
ver, 51, both neighbors, suffered 
second and third degree burns 
of the face and hands when gas 
ex ploded as they were prepar­ 
ing to install a heating stove 
about 9 :30. 
They are in “fairly good’’ con­

WASHINGTON UP — Sen. Taft 
of Ohio is planning some changes 
nex t year in the long-disputed la- 
bor-management relations law that 
bears his name. 
Two of the amendments are ex ­ 
pected to meet specific objections 
voiced to the Taft-Hartley law by 
President-elect Eisenhower. 
An aide to the Ohio Republican 
today that considerable draft­ 
ing work already has been done 
on the amendments. 
Many of ihem will be similar 
to the 28 changes which passed the 
Senate in 1949 but stalled in the 
House. Taft says the 1949 amend­ 
ments died because the unions 
wanted repeal or nothing and felt 
repeal had a chance under a Dem­ 
ocratic administration.

4 Burned In Home Gas 
Changes In 
Labor Law. 


A flash natural gas explosion 
seriously burned four men—hurl­ 
ing one through a window—and 
demolished the interior of this 
three room home near Newell 
Wednesday night.

Two Of Amendments 
Expected To Answer 
Objections From Ike 


WASHINGTON IC — Sen. Taft 
of Ohio is planning some changes 
next year in the long-disputed la- 
bor-management relations law that 
bears his name. 
Two of the amendments are ex­ 
pected to meet specific objecbons 
voiced to the Taft-Hartley law by 
President-elect Eisenhower. 
An aide to the Ohio Republican 
said today that considerable draft­ 
ing work already has been done 
on the amendments. 
Ma'ny of them will be similar 
to the 28 changes which passed the 
Senate in 1949 but stalled in the 
House. Taft says the 1949 amend­ 
ments died because the unions 
wanted repeal or nothing and felt 
repeal had a chance under a Dem­ 
ocratic administration. He is said 
to believe that the unions will be 
more co-operative in the 1953 ses­ 
sion, which will be Republican- 
controlled. 
Despite his willingness to

write portions of the law, Taft is 
insistent that its basic principles 
be left unchanged.

A warning by British so cialists to the Co n­ 
servative party that they will resto re co llective 
o wnership o f lo ng • distance trucking if they 
are vo ted back into po wer tells the sto ry. 
There are many areas o f Britain which will 
have no trucking service under the private 
o wnership re-established by the Co nservative 
party; there is no pro fit in it. Thus, co llective 
o wnership is the o nly way to share the po verty 
which underlies lack o f pro fit inventive. 
No o ne who po ssesses wealth o r even the 
pro spect o f wealth can be attracted by public 
o wnership. It is an answer to the pro blems o f 
po verty. 
I’erhaps there is no better answer to the 
pro blem o f ho w to o btain service in spite o f 
po verty. Perhaps the fact o f po verty is so well 
established in Britain that the Co nservative 
party’s attempts to undo co llectivizatio ns are 
futile. 
In the United States the fact o f po verty never 
has been estal^lished. It Is never likely to be 
established unless co nfiscato ry taxatio n is al­ 
lo wed to eat up the pro fit incentive which 
has pro duced mo re wealth in the United States 
than ever was dreamed o f by any o ther civiliza­ 
tio n.

The tro uble-makers canno t co nceive o f any­ 
thing but revenge co ming o ut o f the clash o f 
po litical factio ns which caused Dwight Eisen­ 
ho wer to get the Republican presidential no mi­ 
natio n and caused Taft to give up his ambitio n 
to reach the White Ho use. 
They canno t believe any man wo uld be cap­ 
able o f fo rgiving and fo rgetting after being o ut- 
maneuvered so many times in the sa/ne kind o f 
an intra-party co ntest. They still can’t believe 
Bo b Taft wo rked like a tro o per to help Eisen­ 
ho wer get elected. They’re go ing to be incredu­ 
lo us when he wo rks to help Eisenho wer be a 
successful president. 
It hasn’t o ccurred to them befo re, but there 
can be such a thing in American po litics as 
lo yalty which transcends perso nal 
feelings. 
Ohio ’s Sen. Taft has that kind o f lo yalty. 


On the elcctio n’i heels little peo - 
p ie are beginning to wo rry abo ut 
a depressio n; independents who 
didn’t wo rry abo ut it befo re and 
vo ted Republican, to be rid o f Tru­ 
man and Trumanism.

sal’s bones on a rusty bed Strewn 
about the house were hundreds of 
empty whiskey and wine bottles, 
empty bay rum bottles and canned 
heat containers. 
Detectives quoted Russell as .‘div­ 
ing that after his mother’s death 
her pet spitz dog had refused to 
eat and died of starvation. "Of 
course.” he told police, "we could 
not keep a dead dog around the 
house, so we put him in a big 
wooden box and buried him be­ 
side the house.” 
Neighbors said the Lemersals 
had lived in the house more than 
15 years.

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Confessions 
At Purg e Raise 
Old Question 


Do Reds Denou nce 
Selv es For Sake Of 
Party , Or From Fear

— The con­ 
fessions of the 14 former Czecho­ 
slov ak Communist leaders on trial 
in Prag ue rev iv e an old question 
first broug ht up during the Mos­ 
cow trials of the old Bolshev iks 
in the 19 30s. 
Why do people on trial in Com­ 
munist countries trot in like sheep 
and denounce thems<ilv es in open 
court with confessions they must 
know will send them to prison or 
to death? 
This habit, so common among 
people broug ht to trial in Commu­ 
nist countries, has nev er been g en­ 
erally practiced by Communists 
this side of the curtain. 
When the leaders of the Ameri­ 
can Communist party , for ex am­ 
ple, were tried in New York a 
couple of y ears ag o they not only 
confessed nothing but seeming ly 
tried to make the trial a nig ht­ 
mare for the judg e and the g ov ­ 
ernment.^ 
They were aided in this by the 
difference in leg al sy stems. Here, 
where a man has to be prov en 
g uilty , their lawy ers were in court 
to defend them. In Prag ue it is 
the oblig ation of the defense law­ 
y ers to help on the prosecution. 
In a book still talked about— 
Arthur Koestler’s 
“ Darkness 
at 
Noon“ —an attempt was made to 
ex plain why a v eteran Communist 
who had fallen from g race would 
condemn himsell» fof offenses he 
did not commit. 
The ex planation, in brief, went 
like this: No matter how rotten 
he mig ht think Stalin’s leadership, 
the most important thing to the 
accused Communist is the ev entu­ 
al triumph of world communism. 
Therefore, 
instead of publicly 
condemning the reg ime which he 
earnestly thoug ht was ruining com­ 
munism, he would publicly con­ 
demn himself for the sake of the 
party and his hope that may be 
it could win out in the end. 
There are probably other less 
idealistic but more practical ex ­ 
planations for the trial confes­ 
sions. 
Hy pnotism has been sug g ested 
as one. Police terror sounds more 
likely , either throug h torture to 
ex tract compliance or threats of 
punishment for the accused man’s 
family and friends if he didn’t cop- 
fess in open court. 
(Karl Radek. old Bolshev ik and 
journalist, prov ided the classic ex ­ 
ample of the absurdity of these 
confessions 
during 
his Moscow 
trial in 19 37 . He made an ex tra­ 
ordinary 
admission, 
undoubtedly 
with tong ue in cheek, since he was 
said to be sardonic. 
(Radek said he pleaded g uilty 
not only to alj the crimes of which 
he stood accused but to all those 
of which he mig ht be accused. He 
was reported to hav e been let off 
with a 10-y ear prison term. Some 
of his co-confessors were shot.) 
In the Prag ue trial the Commu­ 
nists in power tipped their hands 
wide open on a question which 
has long been debated but has 
nev er had such supporting ev i­ 
dence: 
The trial was outrig ht anti-J ew- 
ish. Elev en of the 14 accused men 
were J ews. They were accused of 
conniv ing with J ews in Israel and 
the United States. Perhaps the ac­ 
cused men were persuaded to con­ 
fess 
under 
threats 
of 
v iolence 
ag ainst 
all J ews 
in 
Czechoslo­ 
v akia. 
If that was the reason the sacri­ 
fices—11 were sentenced to 
the 
g allows, three to life imprison­ 


ment—seem to hav e been in v ain. 
A wav e of J ewish suicides was 
reported as the trial neared its 
end and a reliable source 
said 
anti-J ewish attacks had beg un. 
*niere is an interesting quest on 
which 
can’t 
be 
answered: 
Do 
these trials chill the enthusiasm 
of American Communists? They 
must realize from these ex amples 
that the life of a Communist lead­ 
er is in more dang er when his 
own party is in power, as in East­ 
ern Europe, than when it i6n’t, 
as here.

WASHINGTON UP — The con­ 
fessions of the 14 former Czecho­ 
slovak Communist leaders on trial 
in Prague revive an old question 
first brought up during the Mos-j 
cow trials of the old Bolsheviks' 
in the 1930s. 
Why do people on trial in Com­ 
munist countries trot in like sheep ' 
and denounce themselves in open • 
court with confessions they must 
know will send them to prison or, 
to death? 
This habit, so common among* 
people brought to trial in Commu­ 
nist countries, has never been gen­ 
erally practiced by Communists 
this side of the curtain. 
When the leaders of the Ameri­ 
can Communist party, for exam­ 
ple. were tried in New York a 
couple of years ago they not only; 
confessed nothing but seemingly 
tried to make the trial a night­ 
mare for the judge and the gov­ 
ernment.'
